Clergy, Lai ty, Nobic and Tgnoble 3 w! nich 1 5 extendell to Foe 
Chi'dren * alſo. For, they fav, The Iſſ:e of T cajtors, Civil and 
Spiritual, loſe their Nobility, And #ll that owe any Duty to Pe 
Infamous Perſons, are diſcharged an d excn pted therefrom, 
as SubjeCts (e) from their 7: znce, Servants (f) from their 
HMafters, Children (2) irom their Parts, Whom tRy allo 


may lawfully kill.

by Sentence of Law. The Effects of this Cernfi/cation, wherein 
they all agree, makes the Severity of the Zaw apparent, viz, 
Firſt, All the Profits made of the Eſtate. from the firſt day of 
their Gwilr, 1s to be (2) refunded. Secondly, All Alienations 
(k.) by Giit, Sale, or otherwiſe, betore Sentence, are null and 
void ; and all ContraQs for that purpoſe (!) reſcinded. Third- 
ly, Children, Heirs of Hereticks, are deprived of thzir Por- 
tions yea, tho they be Papiſts. _ | 

Whereby it appears, that as ſoon as the Papacy 13 admitted, 
all Title and Property 1s loſt and extindt among us: And 
therefore we mult not think that Pope afted extravagantly, 
who declared; That all his Majeſty's Territories were bus onn, as 
forfeited to the . Holy See for ' the Hereſie of Prince and People. 
Not only Abby-Lands are in danger, who ever polleſs them 
but all Eſtates are forfeited to his Excliequer, and legally con- 
fiſcated : All is his own which Proteftants in thele three Ne- 
tions have or ever had. if he can but meet with a Prince fo 
wiſe as to help him to catch it; whoſe proceſs follows them 
beyond their Grave, and ruins their Children, and Children's 
Children after them. And when. they have ſtrip*d the Here- 
tick of his All, they provide that no other ſhall relieve him, 
viz. That wone ſhall receive him into their Houſes, nor afford bim 
any Help, nor ſhe him any Favour, nor give him any Counſel, 
We are here in Erglanud zealous for Property ; and all the

will then be Ours, diveſting us of all Property and Title to 
whatever We account our OW1n. 

Thiraly, Another Penalty which their Law inflicts on He- 
reticks, 1s Death (m), which 1s the Sentence of the Canon- 
Law ; and which 1s {o abſolute, that no Secular Judg can re- 
mit, and which 1s the Judgment of all the Doctors, 1:a avcent 
omnes Doctores : And from which Penalty, neither Emperors 
nor Kings themſelves are to be freed or exempt. And the 
Death they inflict 1s burning alive: No Death more tolerable, 
or of leſs exquiſite Torture will ſatisfy the Mercy of that 
Church. - T he Canon faith thus; Decernimus ut vivt 1 Con- 
ſpecin hominium comburantur , We decree, that they ſhall be burzt 
alive 1 the fight of the World. So our laſt Pop Succellor, 
Guacen Mary, practiſed upon near three hundred Perſons, 
without regard either to Ape, Sex, or Quality : the Screp- 
ture they urge for it, 1s Fohn 15. 6. («) If any one abide not 
in me, Men gather them and caſt them into the Fire, and they are 
biirat, | 
So that as ſoon as the Papal Authority is admitted among 
us. all the Proteſtants in theſe Nations are dead Men in Law z 
being under a Law that hath ſentenced us to be burnt alive, 
and under a Power that hath geclared it neceſſary that no one 
- of us eſcape with Life. 

Fourthly, Where legzal Penalties cannot take place, by rea- 
ſon of oppoſite Strength, they hold War necellary, and law- 
ful to chaltiſe Hereticks: For which we might give you divers 
AutForities; (0) but let Cardinal Aer, our Country-man. 
ſyflice ; who allerts It Is not only. lawfui; but neceſſary : His 
words are theſe : /r-# clear ( frith he) what People: or Perſons 
ſoever be acclired to be oppoſite ro G O D's Church, with what Ob- 
liration ſocver either of Kindrea, Friendſhip, Loyalty, or Subjett 
on-l be beurd unto them; 1 may, « rather muſt take up Arms a-

Fifthly, Fo deſtroy them by Mafſacres is fometimes held more 
aJviſeable than to run the hazard of War, and which (rhey /ay) 
is both lawful and meritorious, for 'the rooting out a Peltilent 
Hereſy, and the promoting the Roman Intereit. This ſet 
a-foot the 1riſþ Maffacre, that inhuman bloody Butchery, and 
{o much from the Savageneſs and Cruelty of their Nature, as 
the Dactrines and Principles which dicefted and encouraged 
it 5 2s allo that of Pars, than which nothing was more grate- 
ful ard acceptable to their Popes, as their (p) Bulls make ma- 
nifeſt, and the picturing It in the Pope's Chamber ; and for 
which, as a moſt glorious Action, Triumphs were made, and 
publick Thankſgivings were returned to Ged. So in Savoy, 
and elſewhere, both in former and latter Times. Ard this 
was that which the late Conſpirators aimed at ſo fully intending 
a Maſſacre. Thoſe that eſcaped a Maſſacre, ſaith (q) Dnzaale, muſt 
be cut off by the Army. And (r) Coleman tells the Internuncio in 
Ins Letters: That their Deſign proſpered ſo well, that he denbred 
not 1n alittle time, their Buſmeſs wouta be manazee"to the utter Ruin 
of the Proteſtant Party: The ejetins whereof was fo deſirable 
and mciriterious, that if he had a Sea of Flood, and an hundred 
Lives, he would loſe them all to carry 0 the Leſrgn. And if to 
effeft this, it were neceſſary to deſiroy an h1:ndrea Heretical Kings, he 
would ao it (s), Singleton the Prieſt aftrmed, © That he would 
« make no more to ſtab forty Parlizment-Men, than to eat 
«© kis Dinner. Gerard and Kelley, to encourage Prance to kill 
« Sir E. B.G. told him, It was no Murther, no Sin, and thar 
« tokill twenty of them was-nothing in that caſe; which was 
« both a charitable and meritorious Act. And (t) Grant, one 
« of the Malfacring Gun-powder Traitors, /aid, fon his Execu- 
« tron, to one that urged him to repent of that witked Fnterprize, 
« That he was ſo far from counting 1t a Sin, that on the con- 
© trary, he was conhdent, that that noble Deſign had fo much

& denoſed, That after they had diſpatched the King, 2 a 'Matlicre 
& was to follow. 

But ſurely, it may be ſuppoſed, that the Temper of ſach a 
Prince, or his [ntercit, would oblige him to forbid or ri ſtrain 
ſuch violent Executions In England. Y ea,but what 1t his Temper 
be to comply with ſuch Courſes ? Or his Temper be better ? 
What 'if it be over-ruF'd ? What if hebe perſwaded, as other 
Catholicks are, that he muſt in Conſcience proceed thus ? 
What if he cannot do otherwiſe, without hazard of his Crown 
and Life? For he is not to hold the Reins of Government a- 
lone, he will not be allowed to be much more than the Pepe's 
POSTIL LION, and muſt look to be diſmounted, if he act 
not according to Order.

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Ind Jerem of Prague were by that Council, though the Empe- 
ror had given them his fate Condu Tt 1n that Solemn- manner, 
which could fſecure.them only (2s they ſaid ) from the Civil, 
but not Church-Proceſs, which was the greateſt. For ?tis their 
General Rule, That Faith. is extiner not to be given, 0r not Rept 
with Hereticks.

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They can avoid Parliaments as long as they pleaſe ; and a Go- 
yernwent that 1s more Arbitrary and Violent, is more agree- 
able to their Deligns and Principles - It being apparent, that 
the Engliſh Papiſts have 1o!t the Spirit of their Anceſtors, who 
fo wcl!l alſerted the Engliih Liberties, being ſo generally now 
{xd for the Pope's Univer ial Monarchy, facrificing, all to that 
Roman Moloch, being mach more his SubjeCts than the King's ; 
and though Natives by Birth, vet are Foreigners as to Govern- 
ment, Princip:e, Intereit, Atection and Deſign; and there- 
fore no Friends to Patllaments, as our Experience hath told 
US. 
But, Seconaly, if their Neceifity ſhould require a Parliament. 
there 15-no queſtion but they may get ſuch'a one as will ſeric

The Members of the Hoy/e of Commons, in 
her Firſt Parliament, were choſen by force and threats : the Free- 
holders were hindred by velonce from exerciiing their Right of 
chuling Repreſentatives: falſe Returns were made; and thoſe 
who were for the Reformed Religion, tho' duly clected, were 
by force expelled the Houſe. S9 that we cannot wonder at vie 
Statues made in this pretended Free Parliament ; which was in 
every Thing influenced by the Court-Party. Shortly after, her

the practice in all Azes, both at home and abroad m almo{t every Nation in the 
Earth, hath run contrary : And as to Right; thoſe that pretend fuch Succeilion in 
all Caſes to be Fure Divino , would do well to ſhew in what Texts of Scripture 
the ſame 1s preſcribed ; till then, they do but talk, not arge ; and if a Candidate 
to the Crown , for any Reaſons whatſoever, may without offence to the Layy of 
God or Nature , be Excluded by an Act of King, Lords and Comimnons ; Then 
the 7une-divino-ſhip vaniſhes , and nothing is left to be contidered : Bnt whe- 
ther ſuch next Heir have done /uch 4&s, or 1s ſo qualited, that in Prudence it 
be necetfiary for the Tranquillity of the Pablick to Exclude bin. Now I he. 
lieve there are but few of the Church of England , but it the Bill had paffed the 
Lords, and his Majeſty had given his Roya: 4fſent to it , would have. _ 
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therein, and conſequently they do not believe the Excluſion to be fimply unlawful 
by the Law of God or Nature, for againit either of them no Humane Ordinances 
ought to. prevail. | 
But all true Loyaliſts do not deſpair, but your Highneſs: may yet prevent all 
Occaſions of ſuch Diſputes by opening your eyes; or rather that God (m whoſe hards

But the grand difficulty will be to ſatisfie the prejudiced World of your ſincerity 
herein ; forif your Highneſs. (which God forbid) ſhould declare your felf a Proteſtant 
only to ſerve a preſent :urn, and uſe the Sacred Name of. 077 Relrgion but as an Engine 
to advance the delign of our bloody Enemies, you would aCt at once the moſt diſho- 
nourably and (in the end) moft prejudiciatly to your own Intereſt, in the world,

I muſt therefore with all humble freedom aflure 
your Highneſs, that after ſo general an Opinion of your Highnefes having been 
a Roman Catholick, trough you ſhould go never ſo duly to Church , receive the 
Sacrament a thouſand times , and take Oaths all the way from Holy-rood Hon'e 
to St. Fames's, yet the People would ſcarce belreve the reality. of your Conver- 
ſion, unleſs withal they ſee it accompanied with ſome other Demonſtrarzons.
